eenth Ohio district, again assembled 
o continue the 
effort 
to 
effect a 


nomination. The intense heat and the 
excitement of the occasion are having 
a wearing effect upon the 
delegates 


and the hope is unanimous that the 
struggle will end today. 


As far away from a nomination as 


when it cast its first ballot the Seven- 
teenth District Democratic Convention 
last night adjourned until this morn- 
ing. It had voted 271 times without 
result on the "'crae'sfloh or making ~a 
candidate, and in addition had turned 
down propositions to take»the conven- 
tion to every other county in the "Sis- 
trict. Coshocton, Holmes and 
voted to take the convention to New- 
ark on July 4, but the proposition was 
opposed by the 
Licking 
and Tus- 


carawas delegations. 


On the last ballot last night Coshoc- 


ton and Holmes county did not vote, 
declaring that it was of no avail until 
the larger counties showed a disposi- 
tion to make a nomination. The re- 
sult of that ballot was: Ashbrook of 
Licking, 65; Hurst of Tuscarawas. 64. 
and Wertz of Wayne, 53. It requires 
124 to carry tfie convention. 


Ashbrook and Hurst worked togeth- 


er all through the day to prevent an 
adjournment and to keep out 
dark 


horses, although in this last task they 
dud the co-operation 
of Wertz ot 


Wayne. 
The last named 
candidate 


recognized that as long as the two 
arger counties kept their favorites be- 
fore the convention Els efforts would 
be ineffectual, and he strove to break 
up the combination.
